when the doctor came thither again, that 
he might have the pleasure of conversa­ 
tion. 
Tin* wa* done; aud no *ooner was 
the doctor seated, titan the librarian went 
to communicate the intelligence to hi* 
majesty, who condescended immediately to 
repair to the spot. 
Johnson, on being told 
that the king was in tile room, started up 
and stood still. 
T h e king after the usual 
compliment*, asked some question* about 
the libraries of Oxford, where the doctor 
had lately been, and inquired if ha was 
then engaged in any literary undertaking. 
Johnson replied in the negative; adding 
that he had pretty well told the world what 
lie knew, aud must now read to acquire 
more knowledge. 
T he king said, “ I do 
not think that you borrow much from any 
body." 
Johnson said he tlmught he had 
done his part as a writer. 
" I should have 
thought so too," replied Ilia majesty, “ if 
you had not written so well." 
T he king 
having observed that he must have read a 
great deal, Johnson answered, that 
lie 
thought more than lie read ; that lie had 
read a great deal in the early part c f his 
life, hut having fallen into ill health, he 
Iud not been able to read much, compared 
with others; for instance, he said he had 
not read much compared with Dr. War* 
burton. 
On this, the king said he had 
heard Dr. W arlurton was a man of auch 
general knowledge that you could scarcely 
talk with him upon any subject on which 
lie was not qualified to speak ; and that 
his learning resembled Garrick’s acting, in 
its universality. 


His majesty then talked of the contro­ 
versy between Warburton aud Lowth, and 
usked Johnson what he thought of it.— 
Give me the hand thai is warm, kind, and raady ;, Johnson answered, “ Warburton has more 


Johnson said that the Monthly Review 
was done with most care, the Critical 
upon the best principles; adding that the 
authors of the former were hostile to the 
church. 
'Hits the king said lie was sorry 
lo hear. 
T h e conversation next turned on the 
Philosophical Transactions ; 
when John­ 
son observed, that .the Royal Society had 
now a better method of arranging their 
materials than formerly. 
" Ay," said the 
king, " they are obliged to Dr. Johnson 
for that;" for his majesty remembered a 
circumstance which Johnson himself had 
forgotten. 
His majesty next expressed a desire to 
have the literary biography of the country 
ably executed, and proposed to the doctor 
to undertake it; and with this wish so 
graciously expressed, Johnson readily com­ 
plied. 
During this interview, the doctor talked 
with profound respect; but still in his firm 
manner with a sonorous voice, and never 
in that subdued tone which is comtpnn at 
the levee, and drawing-room. 
Afterwards 
lie observed to Mr. Birnard, the. librarian, 
“ Sir. they may talk of the king as they 
will, but he is the finest gent'eman I have 
ever seen." 
Aud he also observed 
at 
another time to Mr. Layton, " S i r , his 
manners are those of as fine a gentlemen 
as we may suppose Louis XIV, or Charles 
ll. to have been."

Architecture. 
T h e famous pyramids of Egypt, aland 
upon a plain wit tell extends from Cairo 
about fifty miles along the Nile. 
Forty or 
more, of different sizes, and of various 
materials, are irregularly scattered 
over 
lins plain ; the three largest, the pyramids 
of Cheops, of Cephrenea, and of Mycer- 
ins, ate iii the neighborhood of Djiza. 
T he great pyramid of Cheops is the 
largest structure in the world ; or, in other 
words, it is the greateat mass of materials 
which men have ever place*! together to 
form a single building ; and an intelligent 
aud distinguished American says, “ Hie 
oldest pyramid is yet the most perfect work 
of art.” 
It has stood th-ougIi lite moral and 
physical convulsions of more than thirty 
centuries, and may staud until — 


and their lines are distinctly marked ; but 
all lines soon become confused, and noth­ 
ing but a smooth surface is visible from fifty 
feet iii advance down to the very ground. 


A t first, the stoutest hearts recoil at this 
optical delusion, but 
gradually gaining 
assurance 
as they 
descend, they 
gel 
through it tolerably well." 
T he second pyramid, that of ^fphrcues, 
is about four hundred feet hign, and six 
hundred ami sixty-five feet on each side at 
the base. 
T he enterprising traveller Bel­ 
zoni discovered the entrance to this pyra­ 
mid in 1919. 
When he forced his way to 
the interior, he found inscriptions in Ara­ 
bic, showing that the pyramid* had been 
entered by a Saracen conqueror some cen­ 
turies before. 
Nothing ol great value ha* 
been discovered in them in modern times. 
We are told that under one of the caliphs 
an order went forth for the destruction of 
these edifices, and that the work was com­ 
mitted ta one of the most sit ii rul engineers 
of the age. 
He wrought at it for a long 
time, expending much labor and treasure, 
and filially gave it up. 
O f course he had 
no gunpowder. 
T h e engineer began ai 
the lop; hut how he got there, up the 
Hinootli plane of five hundred leet, is be­ 
yond comprehension, unless by cutting a 


flight of steps Iron! the bottom. 
“ Nothing 
can be farther from the truth than the idea 
that there was s. regular series of steps for 
ascent in the original plan of either of these 
pyramids.” 
All the pyramids are finished in the in 
tenor with much labor. 
They contain 
many long and 
intricate 
passages, the 
walls of which are sculptured and painted, 
the colors remaining as fresh as if recently 
executed. 
For what purpose these ala pen 
dons edifices were erected, remains 
an 
enigma which the most learned antiqua 
rians have 
iii vain attempted to solve.— 
Were they for tombs or lur temples for 
worship!

or H b k M a n i -ax.— T h e com ­ 
plaint of the fly on turnips, and hog on 
cucu nbers and other similar vines, is one 
of yearly, and sometime* longer occurrence. 
Th* mischief done by these little pest* is 
very provoking, and frequent result in 
losses of labor and good crops which are 
very diacouraging to cultivate. 
I 
have 
lately 
used the 
following 
preparation, 
which is an ample and complete remedy. 
Take lien manure one part, reduce it as 
well as you can to powder; then with an 
equal part of plaster of Paris, incorporate 
well 
together and sprinkle the mixture 
over the vines, or sow it over the drills of 
your turnips. 
Hen manure is free from 
the seed of foul weeds, and iu consequence 
of the great abundance of ammonia it 
contains, it possesses a great effect in 
pushing plants forward. 
Hence for toma­ 
toes and similar pistils in our northern 
climate, it possesses high value. 
It is well 
worth being saved with care by farmers 
Rad gardners for purpose of cultivation.— 
Care should be used, however, in its tppli 
cation, for if given in too large quantities, 
and placed iii too close proximity to the 
toots of the plant, its effects are fatal.— 
Its value for 
all purposes 
is 
greatly 
increased by being mixed with charcoal 
when this is not at hand, with plaster.— 
Every man who keeps hens sltould have 
his hen-house so situated as to save all the 
■alture, and save it as dry ss may be.— 
He will find it not an inconsiderable item 
*n hts matters ot rural economy.

“ Why truly,” 
said the king, “ when once it comes to call­ 
ing names, argument is pretty well at an 
end." 


His majesty then asked him what he 
thought of Lord Lyttletnn’s history. 
It 
was then just published. 
Johnson said he 
thought Ina style pretty good, but that he 
had blamed Henry too much. 
“ W hy," 
said the king, “ they seldom do 
their 
things by halves." 
" No, sir," answered 
Johnson, " not to kings;" hut fearing to 
he misunderstood, he subjoined, “ that for 


those who spoke worse of kings than they 
deserved, lie could find no excuse ; hut 
tint he could most easily conceive how 
some might speak better of them than they 
deserved, without any ill intention ; for, as 
kings had much in their power to give 
tho** who were favored by them, authors 
would frequently, from gratitude, exagger­ 
ate their praises; 
and, as this proceeded 
from a good motive, it could he excused." 
T he king then asked him 
what 
he 
thought of Dr. Hill. 
Johnson answered, 
that lie was sn ingenious man, but had no 
veracity ; and immediately mentioned, as 
an instance of it,an assertion of that writer, 
that he had seen objects magnified to a 
much greater degree, by using three or 
four microscopes at a time, than by using 
one. 
“ N ow," added Johnson, “ erery one 
acquainted with microscopes knows that 
the more of them he looks through, the 
less the object will appear." 
“ W hy," 
replied the king, " this is not only telling 
an untruth, but telling it clumsily ; 
for if 
that be the case, every one wtio can look 
through a microscope will be able to de­ 
tect him." 
But that he might not lenve 
an unfavorable impression against an ah- 
sent man, the doctor added, that Dr. Hill 
was, notwithstanding, a very curious ob­ 
server ; 
and if he would have been con­ 
tented to tell the world no more than he 
knew, he might have been a very consider­ 
able man, and needed not lo have recourse 
to sue i mean expedients to raise his repu­ 
tation. 
T h e king then talked of literary 
journals, mentioned particulalry the Jour­ 
nal des Szavans, aud asked Dr. Johnson 
if it was well done. 
Johnson said it was 
formerly well dons; and gave some ac­ 
count of the persons who began and car­ 
ried it on for some years, enlarging at lite 
same time 
on 
the 
nature and utility 
of such works. 
T he king asked him if it 
was well done now. 
Johnson aswered. he 
had no reason to think it was. 
T he king 
next inquired if there were any other lit­ 
erary journals published in this kingdom, 
except the Monthly and Critical Reviews; 
and, on being answered there was no other, 
his majesty asked which was the best.—

It is ordered that, whereas there hath 
been difference betwixt certaine of our 
Contremen of Pstuxett, and others of this 
Colonie— and now understanding by our 
President, Mr. Roger Williams, that the 
honored government of the Massachusetts 
hath pleased to desire, that for the endings 
of all such controversies amongst us, it 
may he granted : that what matter cause 
or thing formerly grown (and now iii being) 
being an obstruction of our unity aud 
peaceable concurrence, may he 
put to 
arbitration of some indifferent aud judi­ 
cious tncii, mutually chosen, and that for 
tune to come, the said inhabitants of Pa- 
tuxett may injoy the benefits and privi­ 
leges of this jurisdiction.

Franklin was iii Len­ 
non, iii the year 1770, there came a me- 
moiial from the merchants in Providence, 
Rhode Island, to the Lords of the Treasury, 
asking (hat the Falmouth packets (the 
mail packets of those days) might run to 
Providence, instead of to 
Boston ; the 
grounds of the memorial being, that al­ 
though Boston an I Falmouth lay between 
London and Providence, and the distance 
between tiro two former was some 400 miles 
less than that between the two latter, yet 
it was found practically that the traders 
between Loudon and Providence made the 
passage in fourteen days less than the pack­ 
ets took to go from Falmouth to Boston.— 
The Lords of the Treasury were naturally 
puzzled by this statement ; it also puzzled 
Dr. Franklin ; for these Lords of the Trca- 
Hury did not send out 
a commission to 
Rhode Island, neither did they allow any 
busy prig of a treasury clerk to “ pooh,

Washington Star says that, iii consequence, 
Hie Navy Department hat ordered a supply 
os 'tell clothing to be distributed among 
w East Indies, African and Gulf squad­ 
rons. Fabrics of the same kind nave been 
freely 
introduced into the military ser­ 
ai ce :— 
•‘Six peajackets, made of gutta percha 
fabric, were haled iii the same manner as 
the cloth clothing for the navy, under a 
pressure of thirty tons. 
They were placed 
over a steam boiler in the yard, and re­ 
mained for sixteen days subject to an aver­ 
age temperature of 190 degrees, at times as 
high as 212 degrees. 
On examination, the 
garments were found in the same state as 
when packed. 
There was no adhesion «>f 
the folds,nnr any decomposition of the gutta 
percha. 
One jacket was dripped in water, 
rolled up aud sewed in the corners, (but 
not pressed ) and subjected lo Hie same 
heat for three days. 
On examination this 
also was found uninjured.
